Concerning the 
probable effectof the scheme, however, the Community would, just now, we are 
sure, welcome the views of those with special experience in the East End, 
such an authority, for instance, as the Rev. J. IF. Stern. One of the 
scheme’s chief excellences lies in the fact that it proceeds on the lines of 
decentralisation, instead of centralisation. The East End has long been 
too big a proposition for any one single effort. Far more valuable results 
are likely to be obtained by what we may style the intensive cultivation of 
separate districts, and it is this idea which is evidently at the bottom of the 
new proposal. We very much hope that the various congregations will realise 
the great opportunity which is now placed before them, as well as the signal 
responsibility which rests upon them. Property, we long ago were told, 
has its duties as well as its rights, and the men and women among us who 
have leisure time at their disposal owe it to the community as well as to 
themselves to put it tothe best possible public use. We are convinced 
that there are many among us—especially younger men and women—who 
will be glad of such achance. The social conscience is now wide awake. 
It is for Jews and Jewesses to show themselves among the first to respond 
eagerly and heartily to its call. 


A Spoon-fed Organisation. 


Our remarks last week concerning the undesirability of giving represen. 
tation at the Board of Deputies to religious aggregations like the Uniteg 
Synagogue and the Federation of Synagogues are underlined by the dis- 
cussion which took place at a meeting of the latter body last Monday. It wag 


suggested that the number of seats to be allotted to the Iederation at the 
Board should be six rather than two, as at present intended ; whereupon one 
of the speakers pointed out that, even to qualify for two, the Federation 
would have to rely in large part on the largesse of LorD SWAYTHLING, 
which last year amounted to about £189 out of the Institution's total income 
of about £1,100. Now it may fairly be asked whether a right for which an 
organisation is indebted to an individual is a right worth ‘establishing. 
Clearly it would always be exercisable subject only to the views and pre- 
possessions of that individual, who would be more than human if he did 
not show himself conscious sometimes of his power.. The system, as 


applied to the Federation, isin short, one for the enfranchisement of Lokp 
SWAYTHLING rather than of the body of which he is hereditary President ; for 
as things exist, LornpD SWAYTHLING is the Federation, and the Federation is 
Lorp SWAYTHLING.

SOME OF THE DELEGATES. 


The Times of yesterday under the heading “ The Conference, Who's Who,” 
printed the names of the delegates who are taking part in the Inter-Allied 
Conference in Paris, together with a brief account of their careers and public 
services. The following are of Jewish origin :— 

The Rt. Hon. Epwin Montacu, M.P. 

M. Lovis LUcigNn KLoTz. 

M. Klotz, Minister of Finance, born at Paris in 1563, left a rapidly growing 
practice at the Bar to enter politics as a riging young man, and with an carnest- 
ness of purpose? rarely found among French politicians he devoted himself to 
the study of the more arid business of national life. Ie specialised in Customs 
matters and in big contractual relations between the State and the railways of 
France, and gradually he qualified asan authority on larger questions of finance. 
He has been Minister of Finances in seven Governments. For many years there 
were only two alternative holders of this portfolio—M. Caillaux and M. Klotz.

Expulsion of Galician Jews from Hungary. 


Zuricu [F.O.C.) 

The Hungarian Government has issued a decree ordering the expulsion of 
all aliens from the country. The Government has classified the Galician Jews 
among the aliens. The action of the Hungarian Government has placed large 
numbers of Galician Jews in a desperate position, especially in view of the pogrom 
movement which swept their native provinces. The Budapest Zionist Organisa- 


tion and the Vienna Jewish National Council made yrgent representations to the 
Government against the expulsion order. 


Under Cover of Bolshevism. 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 
While the Poles are accusing the Jews of spreading Bolshevism, facts prove 
that large numbers of Christian Poles have embarked on a career of criminal 
exploits under the cover of Lo'shevism. The districts of Brzesk, Tchepanov, 
Brzezin, Zabaranie, Zabava, Tchurov, Rodloff, and Vetchichovtze are filled with 
gangs, who style themselves *' Bolshevik '' companies, and plunder everything on 
which they can lay their hands, Naturally, they single out Jews for their work, 
and attack them with special violence. 

From Rava-Ruska, on the other hand, tragic news comes of ill-treatment of 
Jews by Polish troops, It appears that the Ruthenians, who previously held the 
town, had compelled a number of Jews to work in their labour companies. The 
position of the Jews during the Ruthenian occupation was none too enviable. 
When the Poles captured the city, they brought a charge against the Jews who 
had been forced to work for the Ruthenians, accusing them of assisting the latter. 
Many Jews were arrested and cruelly beaten. Strong appeals from the Rava- 
Ruska Community reached the Jewish Council in Poland, urging intervention on 
behalf of our ill-treated coreligionists.

The “ Great Gulf Fixed.” 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH DR. BORIS D. BOGAN. 


HAD the opportunity, a few days ago, of a chat with Dr. Boris D. 
Bogan, who was recently in London, writes a representative of the 
Jewisu CHRONICLE. Itis his business to modify the “great gulf fixed” 
between the very rich and the very poor among our people, between 

the “haves and tbe “ have nots,” between those whom the war has shielded 
and those whom the war has ruined, 
between those to whom the war has been 
a material God-send and those to whom it 
has been the keenest of spiritual trials. 
Dr. Bogan was the Secretary of the 
National Conference of Jewish Charities in 
the United States, which undertook the 
co-ordination of all Jewish efforts for the 
relief of suffering by the war. It has been 
a mighty business organised in the manner 
in which Americans can best organise. 
Each portion of the work is carefully 
selected and studiously fitted into the 
grand mosaic which the whole labonr 


presents. In that mosaic, Dr. Bogan is 
Executive Director of the Distribution 
Committee. 


“Since the beginning of the war,” he told 
our representative, we have distributed round 
about twenty million dollars. Allour help has 
been given, of course, subject to the concurrence of the United States Government, 
Mainly, equally of course, it has gone to Poland and Lithuania, where we are send- 
ing now aboutamilliondollarsamonth. But we alsosend to all countries—Salonika, 
Bagdad, and, not least important, to Palestine, where, since the beginning of the 
war, we have distributed 1,645,485 dollars, and, in addition, 56, 394 dollars to Pales- 
tiniau Alexandria. lurther to these sums, I may mention in parenthesis, 
that the Central Committee for the Relief of Jews Suffering through the War sent to 
Palestine over 40000 dols., and there were another 400,000 dols. remitted to 
individual institutions there, We are sending to that country now about 100,000 
dols. every month. I make particular mention of Palestine, not alone because 
we are especially prond of our work in the ancient land, but because I understand 
that some conversionist and missionary agencies in this country have been 
pretending that it was necessary for them tocollect money for Palestine relief, 
while, naturally, everyone who knows anything about the matter has no doubt of 
the real purpose of such effort on their part.” 

Joint distribution? Sounds—well, “meaty ” ? 

“The name is not perhaps the choicest, but it designates a united effort of a 
really remarkable description, which we have been able to accomplish in the States. 
For ev class and kind of manand womanand organisation has joined hand tohand, 
shoulder to shoulder, brother to brother, and sister to sister, in this great world- 
effort We have the hard-shelled orthodox Jews, like Kabbi Margolies,. Dr. 
Bernard Drachman, and Rabbi Mever Berlin, and extreme reformers like 
Rabbi Stephen Wise and Dr. Phillipson. We have Zionists and anti-Zionists. 
and what you call here “communal leaders,” like Mr. Louis Marshall and Mr. 
Schiff; old and young, men and women, of all classes, have combined in this 
really remarkable effort.” 


SOME BIG AMOUNTS. 

You have had some big donations ? | 

“Yes, eighty per cent. of the money that we have collected has been in 
sums. For instance, Mr. Rosenwald has given us altogether not much 
er a million dollars, in obedience to his promise of giving five per cent. on 
m we collected. Mr. Nathan Straus, as perhaps you are aware, sold his house 
to contribute more to the Fund. Mr. Schiff has given us some 4C0,000 
and Mr. Warburg alikesum. 1 give you those just as instances that 
come to mind. The collection part, however, has been kept quite distinct from 
the uistribution part. Mr. Billikopf, about whom you published a special article

some little ume ago, has run the ‘ gathering in’ work of our organisation. My 
work is in. distribation. Ve bave had some remarkable ‘ideas’ in regard to 
the collection, which have very materially helped us. For instance, there 
was a Peoples Collection’ when the Jewish working men all over the 
country gave up one day's pay for the Fund. Then we had a ‘ Trades 
Collection,’ in which each trade endeavoured to out-rival the other trades in 


putting up money. We have sad several * Lightning Campaigns '—there is 


one now proceeding—ypben we come down cpon a district, or town, or city, and 
ask for so many thousand dollars, and it is ‘upto ihe distric:, or town, or city, 


to provide what we ask. 
But, as I say,” continued Dr. Bogan, “ my part of the organisation is dis- 
tr.obetion, and that has been effected mainly through our branch in Holland. of 
which Itu.cssor Tacob Oppenheim is President and Heer Jacobus Kann is Vice- 
President. That Comm ttee has been the main instrument of distribution through- 
out Lurope, and consists of sixty-four members, fifteen forming the Executive. I 
cannot speak too highly of the work that has been done by the Dutch Com- 
mittee, and done, of course, under the « t difficulties during the war.”

which gives them, as it were, a second sense. The majority of these people have 
not that second sense. They have been used to a different life and a different 
environment, and poverty comes hard upon them, because they are strange to it 
and know not how to fend in such conditions. Upon us—those of us Jews who 
can—there falls the duty of seeing that they are rescued from the worst effects of 
the world disaster and are brought back to a condition of maaly and womanly 
independence—they have no other bope. 
THE FUTURE. 

“T am here in Evrope,.” I’r. Bogan went on, “in order to get into contact 
with the various commoanities, «0 as to understand what they are doing and what 
they are willing to do, so that we Can °° ord pate our efforts with theire. And I 
am bound to tell you that I am not struck with ibe aggregate of help and aid that 
has come from England. It is true that the Anglo-Jew:ch Community is only a 
handful of people in comparison with the Jews of America.

the ‘other side” have made. Perhar may be considered imoertinent for me 
to make this observation, and, after all, I. am merely distribator, I am not

what strikes me. It may well be that you here need organised effort, for until 
we had that in the States our show.ag was mig bty poor in al! sooth.”

“It bas often been said,” answered Dr. Kozan, thoughtfully, “that men and 
women are quite unconscious of the importance, and sometimes the greatness of 
events through which they live. I am convinced, from what I have seea—hboth 
here and in America—that very few Jews conceive adequately the gigantic oature 
of the trouble which my Committee is doing its best to modify and palliate. I 
am appalled sometimes, when I see some of the statements tliat reach the Com- 
mittee, of the actual condition of our brethren in Eastern Europe. What is to 
become of them? Nay, more!” exclaime: Dr, Bogan, “what is to become of 
ws, if we leave them to their fate?” 


Dr. Bogan and those associated wit him are doing their best to place 
some narrowing lim tation upon “the great gulf fixed.” It is a work for 
which every Jew everywhere is needod, for the lending of a band. It is 
a Mission, the success or failure of which, in present conditions, seems 
very largely to spell salvation or daa nation for the fature of Jewry.

We take up again the text and subject of last week's discourse. So far we 
have seen that the words “instead of thy fathers shall be thy children,” encourage 
Us to rest our hopes on an unfailing succession of workers for God's cause.

We have to accustom our children to a 
different kind of warfare. They must be brovght up to battle with 
their evil inclinations, they must be disciplined to acquire moral strength, 


and the training-ground in which they are exercised amust be the Jewish class 

room, where they may learn lessons of spiritual heroi=m from spiritually-minded 
instructors. Maxima debetur pucro reverentia. Whocan tell what the class- 
rdom is capable of producing? Someof the most unpromising scholars may 
rise to unexpected fame. So thought that far-seeing schoolmaster who dec!ared 
that whenever he entered his school he took off his hat and bowed with reverence 
to his pupils, not knowing what great men of the future might be among 
them. The duty of religious instruction, as it presents itself to parents and 
teachers, is not unattended with difficulties in these days, when so many 
interests compete with the claims of religion. On the other hand, 

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 

is a comparatively easy task, because the religious sentiments are among the 
earliest aptitudes to exhibit themselves in the growing nature of children. The 
jove and fear of God and the shunning of evil appear to be almost if not quite 
natural to most children. See how readily the child's mind responds to all 
that we tell it about the goodness of God and the duty to love and reverence 
Him. And apt as the child may be to do wrong, see how readily the blush 
of shame mantles his cheek after the wrong has been commiited and the work- 
ings of its little conscience are stimulated by reproof. Noone who has watched the 
bebaviour of children during the process of religious instruction—the trust and 
confidence they exhibit in all ihat is great, their sympathy with the good and 
their aversion for evil—can doubt that they are born with propensities which make 
for virtue, if only they be directed in the right channel. And yet, unless the seed 
be carefully watered bv religious instruction, it withers, and there spring up in its 
place tares and weeds, which need no cultivation, but make their appearance from 
sheer neglect on the part of the gardener or husbandmar. But if parents are at 
pains to give their children a diligent religious training, they may hope to 
witness in their progeny the realisation of the final words of the text—*' Whom 
thou mayest make princes in all the earth.'' It is a great ideal that is thus 
set before us, and we must not be content to fall short of it. - We may make of 
our children “ princes in all the earth” if we set before them the cxample of a 
noble life, a life right royal in dignity of purpose and aim. We are promised, or 
rather we are admonished, for it depends so much on ourse ves: “ All thy children 
shall be taught of the Lord, and great shall be their welfare.” Let us train our 
children to know and worship God, and we shall be training them at the same 
time toebecome “ princes in all the earth,” who will bear themselves through life 
with aroyal carriage. Weshall be endowing them with the wealth of a princely 
fortune the worth of which is not to be measured in silver or gold.

A Petition from British Jews 


to the Peace Conference.

ae eS English Zionist Federation has decided to organise a Petition to the 


Peace Conference in the terms set out below. A Special Committee, of which 
Mr. Albert M. Hyamson is Chairman and Mr. I. Lipton is Secretary (and to 
whom all communications relative to the Petition and applications for forms 
should be addressed at the offices of the Federation, 69, Leadenhall Street, 
London, E.C. 3), has been appointed. The following are the terms of the 
Petition :— 

His Majesty's Government having on the 2nd of November, 1917, conveyed 
to the Zionist Federation, in a letter addressed by the Right Hon. Arthur James 
Balfour, His Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to the Right Hon. 
Lord Rothschild, the following declaration of sympathy with Jewish Zionist 
aspirations :— 

His Majesty's Government view with favour the establishment i 
Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish people, and will use their t 
endeavours to facilitate the achievement of this object, it being clearly under- 
stood that nothing shall be done which may prejudice the civil and religious 
tights of existing non-Jewish communities in Palestine, or the rights and 
political status enjoyed by Jews in any other country. 


And the foregoing declaration having been endorsed by the Governments of 
the Allied countries and by the President of the United States :— 


We, the undersigned, adult Jews and Jewesses of the United Kingdom, 
hereby request the Peace Conference to make such provisions regarding 
Palestine as shall secure to the Jewish people the fullest rights and the 
opportunity to re-constitute Palestine as its National Home,

NORTH LONDON ZIONIST CENTRAL COUNCIL, 
SIR STUART SAMUEL ON THE DUTY OF BRITISH JEWS. 


A public meeting, attended by over 600 peoplé, was held, under the auspices 
of the North London Zionist Central Council, last Sunday evening, at the 
Marcus Samuel Hall, New Synagogue, Egerton Road. Sir STUART SAMUEL, 
Bart., presided. Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES addressed the meeting. He emphasised 
the fact that the Jews desired that Great Britain, and no other country, should be 
the trustee of a Jewish Palestine. Mr. S. Lipton, who spoke in Yiddish, 
mentioned that a monster petition was being prepared, which all Jews of this 
country would be asked to sign, and he felt sure that not a single Jew in North 
London would witbhold his signature. Mr. S Newman, M.A., also addressed 
the mé¢eting. He said that Sir Stuart Samuel was acting as the bridge between 
the old and the modern Anglo-Jewry. Mr. Newman paid a tribute to the 
wonderful work Sir Stuart was doing. 

The CHAIRMAN, in addressing the meeting, said that it behoved them as 
British Jews—and by British Jews he understood all those Jews who were resident 
in the British Empire—to take stock of their attitude towards Palestine ang 
Zionism. He considered it extremely important that the British Jewish Community 
should publicly make its voice heard—with no uncertainty—upon the question 
of Palestine. He thought that the fear that the Zionist Movement promoted 
anti-Semitism was perfectly unfounded. He objected to the word “anti-Semitism” 
altogether, and preferred the term “‘anti-Jew.” There was noobjection to Arabs: 
it was only the Jews who were the objects of attack, and he could easily findaformula 
by which the anti-Jew would be satisfied and would be silenced. Instead of being 
successful they had only to fail. The Jew had only to takea back seat, and the voice 
of the anti-Jew would besilenced.. (Laughter.) Sut he (Sir Stuart Samuel) hoped 
the time would never come when the Jew would cease to endeavour to succeed 
and to promote reform and civilisation, The whole structure of Judaism was based 
upon the theory that Jews were a nation, and each one of them was a stand- 
ing witness of the fact that the Jews throughout the generations had maintained 
their Judaism and their hope of returning to their own country 

PURE, UNDEFILED, AND UNCHANGED. 
There was, nevertheless, no doubt whatever that those Jews who had found an 
asylum in various countries in the world might feel a disinclination to dislodge them- 
selves. But what about those who had nocountry and who were not regarded as citi- 
zens of the countries in which they were baja * Every Jew who desired to settle in 
his own country should be given the opporfunity of doing so. One frequently met 
with the argument that Palestine, being an agricultural country, could only sup- 
port a certain number of people. It certainly would bea great mi#Make for large 
masses of people to go to a country unprepared for their reception ; it would have 
a deplorable effect upon the whole future of Zionism and Judaism. But he did 
not admit that Palestine could be solely an agricultural country. Later 
on, those industries necessary to support a population by self-pro- 
duction would be developed within the country. The next point to 
which he wished to draw attention was this: Why do the Jews want 
Great [Britain to be the protecting Power of Palestine? What was the 
claim of Great Britain to-be the trustee of Palestine? Great Britain was the 
nearest approac bh to Judaism that tbey had got. The great spirit that animated this 
country—the great spirit of tolerance, of freedom—appealed to the Jew, as it was 
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the nearest approach that Jews had to their own ideals; and Great Britain had 
shown hy her sympathy with the aspirations of the Jews that she was at one with 
them, herefore behoved the Jews of the world, with one great accord, to call 
upon Great Britain to be their protector. It had been stated that British Jews 
had declared that they would be content that France should be the protecting 
Power. There was not the slightest shred of reason for such a statement, which 
was totally unauthorised, and made without any reference to the Jews of this 
country. It was for that reason that he urged that the Jews of this country 
should say what they wanted, and that, in public congress assembled they should 
declare what they wished. He was under no delusion as to what the result 
would be. They would perhaps be surprised to learn, after his remarks, that be 
was not a Zionist. He belonged to no Zionist body. He was, however, a British 
Jew, and he spoke as a British Jew. He did not know what Zionism was, but he 
had told the leaders that he felt sure that when they were in a position to make a 
pronouncement as to what Zionism was, a number of British Jews who were at 
arene ‘_e would declare themselves in favour of their programme. 
Cheers. 

The following resolution, submitted by Sir STUART SAMUEL, wa’ carried 
unanimously :— 

That this Meeting of British Jews of North London, presided over by Sir Stuart 


/ Samuel, Bart., demands that a Jewish Palestine shall be placed under the trustee- 


ship of Great Britain. : 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and to Dr. Daiches was proposed by Mr. 
N. LAZArus, and seconded by Mr. MAURICE L. PERLZWEIG, B.A. 

The CHAIRMAN, in acknowledging the vote, said that he thought it was true 
that there was a new spirit in the Community—a feeling of greater cordiality, 
friendship, and harmony, than before Zionism became an active power. It was 
for the older men to come forward and see that the enthusiasm of the younger 
men was properly directed. 

The CHAIRMAN announced the great loss their Majesties had sustained in 
the death of their youngest son, and moved a vote of condolence with the King 
and (ueen in their bereavement. The audience rose in sympathy. 

A collection was made for the Pioneer Fund of the Jewish National Fund. 


THE COMING LONDON CONFERENCE. 

Dr. Schmarya Levin, a member of the Inner-Actions Committee of the 
Zionist Organisation, and Mr. Jacob de Haas, the Secretary of the Zionist 
Organisation in America, arrived in Liverpool last week, and were welcomed by a 
delegation of Liverpool Zionists. Both have come to London to take part in the 
forthcoming Zionist Conference. 


AMERICAN JEWISH LABOUR CONGRESS. 
POSITION UPON A JEWISH PALESTINE. | 
The first Jewish Labour Congress, held in New York on Sunday, opposed a 


Jewish Republic in Palestine, favouring equal rights for all in Palestine.— 
Wireless Press. 


PALESTINE AS A JEWISH COMMONWEALTH. 

The Zionist Organisation states that Jewish Congresses or Jewish Nationa 
Councils, representing the whole of the Jewish populations of the United States 
of America, Palestine, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, German-Austria, Bukowina, 
Eastern Galicia, Russia, Salonika, and Ukrainia have demanded that the Peace 
Conference. shall place Palestine within its historic boundaries under such 
political, administrative, and economic conditions as will secure its development 
into a Jewish Commonwealth. The Jewish Congresses of the United States and 
of Czecho-Slovakia have, in addition, expressed the desire that Palestine shali be 
placed by the Peace Conference under a British trusteeship.—Reuter. 


THE JEWISH CONGRESS AT PRAGUE. 

The special correspondent of the Times at Prague, writing from there on 
the 13th inst., supplements information already given in the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
concerning recent Jewish Congresses in Central Europe. He says: “ During the 
past two months Jewish Congresses have been held at Vienna, Budapest, Lem- 
berg, Cracow, Stanislau, Czernowitz, Agam, and Prague representing some 
2,000,000 Jews, all of whom are adherents of the Zionist movement; only a small 
proportion, however, belonging to the orthodox faith. These Congresses have all 
set up national councils, that of Prague, formed on October 10th, being the only 
one which antedates the Allies’ victory. 

The Jewish Congress of Prague was held on January 4th, 5th, and €th, and 
was attended by delegates from various other congresses and 300 delegates from 
the Czecho-Slovak Republic. The Congress agreed to make demands to the 
Allies, which are similar in tenor to those formulated by the other congresses, 
(The demands here referred to have previously been printed in the JEwisu 
CHRONICLE.) 

Two Czernowitz delegates gave a harrowing description of what took place in 
Southern Bukowina under Rumanian authority from November 2nd to 8th. 

The principal preoccupation of the Jews in all this part of the world is for 
the immediate restoration of order and for guarantees of the security of minorities 
in the permanent political arrangement of the new countries. 

The President has defined his attitude towards Jews residing in this country 
and towards the Zionist movement as follows :— 

Jews will enjoy equal rights as the rest of the citizens of our State, We 
shall also abolish the immoral and oppressive Austrian system of State Churches 
which misused the churches and religion to political ends. I can only express 
my sympathy with the Zionist movement and the nationalist movement among 
the Jewish people in general. This is not a movement of political chauvinism, 
but of moral regeneration. ° 


JEWISH NATIONAL ASPIRATIONS AND THE 
PEACE CONFERENCE. 

The Jewish National Councils of German Austria, Bukowina, and of Eastern 
Galicia have requested the Copenhagen Bureau of the Zionist Organisation to 
inform the Allied Governments and President Wilson that they hope that the 
Peace Conference will grant the national aspirations of a people of fourteen 
millions. They favour the demand that Palestine, within its historic boundaries, 
shall be placed under such political, administrative and economic conditions as 
will secure its development into a Jewish Commonwealth. 


~ MISSIONS IN PALESTINE AND SYRIA. 
: ASSURANCE FROM MR. BALFOUR. 


During the war the British Churches and societies which had been working 
in Syria and Palestine bave been in correspondence from time to time with the 
Foreign Office concerning the future of their work and the conditions upon which 
they might be able to carry it on in the future when the peace settlement is 
obtained. . The three main points urged upon Mr. Balfour were as follows :-— 

(1) That both the native inhabitants of these countries and foreign residents shall 
enjoy full religious liberty, and that the followers of a'! religions shall be free from inter- 
ference in the exercise of their religion, and from any political or civil disabilityjon the 
grounds of their religious beliefs or in consecuence o a change of faith. : 

(2) That British subjects in the peaceable pursuit of their calling as Christian 
missionaries shall not be hindered or interfered with and shall be at no disadvantage as 
compared with the citizens of other nations or the followers Of other creeds; and that 
British Churches and missionary societies shall be permitted to acquire and hold 
property and to erect buildings for missionary purposes.

National Fund at the Hague are appealing to the numerous admirers of M. 
Sokolow to contribute liberally towards a collective inscription in the Golden 
Book, in commemoration of his sixtieth birthday, which fell on the 10th inst. 

THE LaTE Dr. TscuLENow.—Under the auspices of the English Zionist 
Federation, a Memorial Service was held at the Phi pot Street-Great Synagogue 
last Sunday, the occasion being the first anniversary of the death of Dr. Yechiel 
Tschlenow. The Rev. N. Grundstein, of the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue, read 
the Mincha Service and recited the Hazkarah. Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches 
preached the sermon. At theconclusion of the Service, the Rev. ]. Kk. Goldbloom 
addressed the congregation in the place of Dr. Fox, who was prevented from 
attending owing toillness, A collection was made for the Tschlenow Nachlah in 
Palestine. 

MIZRACHI CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR GREAT BRITAIN.—A meeting of the Com- 
mittee was held on the 15th inst. at the office. The Chief Rabbi presided. Mr. H. 
Jossé¢ison was elected Treasu er, and the Rey. Lazarus Cohen Secretary. Letters 
were read from Dr. Henry Keller, of America, now with the Zionist Medical Unit in 
Palestine, reporting the rapid growth of the Mizrachi movement in Palestinian Jewish 
quarters, and from the Headquarters of the Mazrachi Organisation in America, which 
intends to raise a fund of two thousan‘ dollars for religious, social, and educational work, 
in the Holy Land. It was decided to hold a Mass Meeting in the Great Assembly Hall 
on Saturday evening, February 15th. A sub-Committee was elected to make prepara- 
tions for this event. Rabbi Dr. V. Schonfeld, Dayan A. Feldman, and Rabbi Harris 
Cohen were elected on the Literary Committee. It is intended to publish pamphlets on 
the aspects of the Mizrachi Movement in Hebrew, English and Yiddish, 

LONDON UNIVERSITY ZIONIST Soctety.—Last week, Mr. Jacob Mann, M.A., read 
a paper on “ Palestinian Jewry and l.ove of Zion in the Early Middle Ages.” Mr. S. 
Landman presided. The lecturer illustrated his views by original translations of new 
material from the Cairo Geniza, showing the relations which existed between the Jews 
of Egyptand Palestine between the seventh and tenth centuries. He also showed that 
the Jews had been very well treated by the Arab conquerors of Palestine. A discussion 
followed, to which the Chairman, Messrs. A. Doniach, Farbridge, and S. Dainow con- 
tributed, 

THE JERUSALEM ASSOCIATION.—A Palestine féte was held in honour of the “NeW 
Year for the Trees,” at Toynbee Hall, on Saturday evening last. The Lecture Hall was 
hiled to overflowing, crowds of people having to be refused admission. Mr. E. I. Spiers, 
M.A., delivered a lecture on Palestine, with which he dealt from its arch:cological, 
geographical, hi«torical, biblical, and religious points of interest. Mr. L. A. Jouques 
presided. The vote of thanks to the lecturer was proposed by Mr. M. Cohen and 
seconded by Mr. Keyser. The vote to the Chairman was proposed by the lecturer, who 
said that Mr. Jouques-knew the sentiments of the people and considered the religious 
side ot Nationalism as all important.

‘reltvious duties.’ The equivalent for Religion’ is It embraces both. 

(b) to Delmedigu who called his great work M7 MN, “ Examination cf 
Reéligion,” because its object was to separate reliyion from philosophy. (Would 
that present-day Libera! Jews would do the same!) 

And (c) to Rabbi Dr. Strauss’ owg quotation of PWN MON which, as the 
title clearly proves, only deals with Fauh and Doctrine, but not with the practice 
of religious duties, whereas the modern acceptation of the term religion naturally 
includes both. 

Finally, would Rabbi Dr. Strauss give one single passage in the whole 
of }°.“N—to which he refers me—in which 72°X combined both Faith and 
Practice of the Law, the two undivorceable elements of Religion; or can he 
instance any one case where the word has any other meaning than that of faith, 
trusifulness, or righteousness ? 

With regard to the derivation of the word Religion, I may be permitted to 
remind Dr. Strauss that according to the Encyclop. Dictionary the word Religion 
does not com? from religo, religare—e/se the noun would be rel: gatio—but from 
relego, relegere, to collect, which in the present articiple makes religens, hence 
Religion. Cicero ‘De D-orum Natura’ 2.28.72 also derives it from relegere. 
See also Lewis and Short 1907 ed. 


The Hebrew Term for Religion or Faith, 


From “H. H.” [To THE Epiror.] 


Sir,—Mr. Lowe's 7872") is quite an appropriate term for tb, 
Jewish Religion. I cannot agree with Dr. Strauss’ preference for 72)28, since 
this word has never the meaning of faith ina theological sense in the tlebrew 
Bible. (See the, passages: Exodus xvii., 12; Isaiah xxxiu., 6; Jeremiah v., l, 
vii., 28; Psalm xxxiii., 4; etc., etc.) ‘Saadyah wrote his work on “ Keligious 
philosophy ” in Arabic and it is to his Hebrew translator that we owe the 
term “ Book of Beliefs and Opinions.”

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Miss Montagu on Judaism.

» Sin,—The Jewisn CHRONICLE, in its wisdom and impartiality, invariably 
opens its valuable columns to Jewish exponents of various schools of thought. 
This fact is illustrated by the publication of the Hon. Lily H. Montagu’s paper on 
“Judaism” in your last issue. May I claim your hospitality in an attempt, to 
consider some of the statements therein ? / 

The talented writer begins with an attack on the synagogues “ carrying on the 
old traditions.” We are then provided with her condéeption of Liberal Judaism's 
wreatest need to-day in the following words: “It is only by transfusing our lives 
with the God-idea that we can consciously possess God.” 
Is it a fragment of Christian Mysticism ? 
teach us to “consciously possess God.” 


What does this mean’: 
Judaism, as far as I know, does not 
It tells us to keep His Torah, which 
admonishes us to love Him, to be holy, to sanctify His name and to be perfect. 


There is, I fear, at the bottom of Miss Montagua’s mysticism some sort of connec- 
tion with Christian teaching such as one finds, say, in the following passage from 
Hastings’ Dictionary of Christ and the Gospels, I. p. 321: “The vitality of 
Christianity in the individual heart and in the life of the Community depends 
upon the closeness of personal communion with Christ maintained through His 
indwelling Spirit. ‘* To steep ourselves in Him is still the Chief Matter.’ ” 

Perhaps I bave not grasped Miss Montagu’s meaning. The old Judaism is 
quite clear in its doctrines about God and man. Man is not God and God is not 
man. There is nolink such as Miss Montagu seems to imply, when she speaks 
of “human life, which shares the Divine life,” or “ consciously possessing God.” 
Such expressions are perilously near “man-God” or “God-man.” There is 
unfortunately some ground for my suggestion that Christian doctrines colour 
Miss Montagu's conception of what Judaism was and should be. 

We are told that Judaism of the synagogues is “a system made up of forms 
and ceremonies. . . It was a dead, outworn garment, a misfit.” Such an 
account of the religion of the Jewish peop’e might have been written by a pre- 
judiced Christian, totally ignorant of the meaning of Judaism. It is incredible 
that one of our own flesh and blood can write such a grotesque description. 
Before one ventures to teach or preach what “ Judaism offers and demands,’’ it 
would be as well for the exponent to learn what Judaism really is. It never was 
a system made up cf “forms and ceremonies.” It certainly possesses some of 
these “dead ” things, which the teachers of Liberal Judaism occasionally borrow 
to suit their convenience, ¢ g., their retention of the Sabbath and the Holy Days 
of the synagogues. Judaism inciudes ever so much more than “forms and 
ceremcnies.” It was, is, and ever will be Torah, “teaching °“ abont God and His 
Holy Will expressed in the commandments, statutes, judgments, and laws of 
Moses and Israel. This Torah is not for one or two days in the year, but for 
every moment of one's | fe on earth. The “forms and ceremonies” are but 
the flesh, covering and protecting the hving heart and soul beneath. 

Our good friend quotes two passages about the soul which may prove of 
interest. First of all we are told that: * By the soul only shall the nation be 
great and free.” Does this displace the old Jewish teaching that “ righteousness 
exalteth a nation” (Proverbs xiv., 34)? We are then told: “ The pure soul can 
see God.” .When Moses, the greatest of men, desired to see God's glory, he was 
reminded that ‘man shall not see Me and live” (Exodus xxxiii., 20). Miss 
Montagu’'s quotati on seems to me to recall the words of Jesus: “ Blessed are the 
pure in heart: for they shall see God ” ( Matthew v., 8) 

* Liberal Judaism,” we are now told, “ bids us believe primarily in the power of 
the individual soul to have communion with the divine spirit. . . . It is 
through communion: it tells us, that we find our authority for the conduct of life, 
including our religious observances.” Paul and the Church denied the authority 
of the Torah. Liberal judaism joins hands with these antinomian authorities. 
Every one becomes a law unto himself, if the individual is to find /iis authority 
for life and religion through /t:s “‘ communion with the divine spirit.” Thiscgannot 
arise in the old Judaism which finds its sole authority for the conduct of lifg Abich 
is religion, in the Torah. 

Liberal Judaism is not always liberal in its doctrines about God. We are 
informed by Miss Montagu that all God “ does is for the salvation of His beloved.” 
The old teaching of Israel inculcates just a little more. It teaches us to believe 
that the Almighty is long-suffering not only with the righteous but also with the 
wicked and undeserving. Again we are told that “the divine within us asserts 
itself in our moments of darkness.” What does this mean? Does not “ the 
divine. within us”—whatever this phrase may imply—also assert itself in our 
moments of happiness and joy? .Again, we are told that God comes “into the 
lives of every buman being who is willing to receive Him.” This view sets alimit 
to God's power and denies Him the possibility of entry, except in the case of those 
who are willing to,receive Him. In the Synagogues the “Grace of God” is 
expounded on broader lines. 

a The new exposition of Judaism speaks of “ the divine in man,” we hear that 

God is within us,” we are told “ that we have relations with the Eternal Spirit, 
and that we share God's natyre.” The old teaching of our people spoke of man 
being created in the image of God, calling us “children” of the “One Father” 
who created ajl humanity. Some may still prefer the old phrases, so simple that 
all can understand. Some of the terms of thenew Judaism are capable of being 
misunderstood, suggesting mysticism and theosophy. 

Let Liberal Judaism pause awhile before it rejects the teaching of the 
Synagogues. Let it pause a little. longer before it attempts to embody in its 
doctrines Christian views and ideas. Does Judaism need any theories about “ the 
Divine Suffer'ng and the eternal sacrifice of God for the sake of His creation ” ? 
This excrescence is the result of believing in “ progressive revelation.” Let us 
beware before it be too late.

That this Executive Council protests against the representation of the Association 
of Jewish Friendiy Societies on the Joint Foreign Committee being leff in the hands of 
the Foreign Committee, as suggested in the published report of the meeting of the 
Anglo-jewish Assocjation held on the 12th January, 1919, and urges the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies to insistupon the final selection of 
representatives ot that Association on the Joint Foreign Committee to be left in their own 
hands : further, that in the opriion of this Executive Council, the numberof one or two 
representatives of the Association, as stated in the Jewish Press, is totally inadequate.

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MR. HENRY DUVEEN. 

Mr. Henry Duveen, the art connoisseur, head of the firm of Duveen Brothers, 
died in New York on the 15th inst., at the age of sixty-two. 

Born in the year 1856, at Meppel (Holland), Mr. Duveen went to New York 
in 1877, where he joi elder brother, Mr. (afterwards Sir) Joseph Duveen, in 
the fine art business which he had then just started. Mr. Joseph Duveen 
returned to England in 1879, leaving Henry in charge.pf the New York house. 
There he was the guiding hand and active agent in the formation of the 
Garland, Taft, Widener, Gould, Pierpont Morgan, and other well-known 
art collections in the United States. The Pierpont Morgan collection 
was eventually purchased by Daveen Brothers. Mr. Henry Duveen was a well- 
known personality amoog American connoisseurs and collectors, not only in 
New York, but also in the leading American cities, who held him in the highest 
esteem. Many years ago he was decorated by the French Government with the 
Order of the Legion of Honour as a mark of appreciation of his many artistic 
endeavours. In spite of his intensely busy life, he managed to find time to con- 
tinue a hobby, formed in early youth, namely, that of c@llecting foreign postage 
stamps. His collection ranks among the most extensive in existence, second, 
perhaps, only to that of King George. The splendid premises built by Duveen 
Brothers in New York are among the show-places in Fifth Avenue, and are 
an enduring testimony to the fine taste in art that was characteristic of Mr. Duveen 
in all his business activities. 

Since the institution of the historic series of Red Cross sales at Christie's Mr. 
Duveen's firm had always been among the most generous supporters, and on the 
last day of the fourth Red Cross sale in 1918 Mr. Henry Duveen cabled his personal 
gift of £10,000, to be added to Christie's total, modestly stating that it was Pie 
apology for his enforced absence from the sale.” On the morning on which’ the 
Daily Telegraph started the Titanic Fund in April, 1912, that paper published, 
togetber with its appeal, a letter from Mr. Duveen expresamg bis synfpathy with 
the dependents of the sufferers, and enclosing a chequejgom “one who had crossed 
the Atlantic more than a bundred times.” 

Mr. Duveen leaves a widow (Dora, daughter of the jate Mr. Bear Falcke, a 
well known London art collector), and one son, Lieut. Geoftrey Edgar Duveen, 
who served with the Antwerp Expeditionary Force and in the Koyal Naval Reserve. 
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MR. H. G. MEYER. 

Mr. H. G. Meyer, of 99, Broadhurst Gardens, died yesterday week. He left 
mstructions that @as ly was to be cremated, and his wish wascarried out. Mr. 
Meyer, a son of the late M. H. Mever, of Houndsditch, was an original manager of 
both Brady Street and Hu Ile was for many years Hon. 
Superintendent of the Children’s Happy Evenings at the Jews’ Free School 
and also of those at the (Gravel Lane Cowncil School. At the invitation 
of the late Mr. A. Rosenfeld he undertook the management of Children’s Services 
on the High Festivals at the hall of the Great Synagogue, and, assisted 
by Mr. H. S. Lewis, he drew up shorter service, including 
portion to be read in English. This brought him into conflict with the late Chief 
Kabbi and Dr. Friedlander, but he held his own, and ultimately his model served 
as the basis of the Service now carried On at many Council S« Roolson the High 
Festivals. The officiating readers were the Senior Students of Jews’ College. 
His management of the Sa>bath Classes ig well knowg, and. much of his success 
was due to his businesshike meth ds, and alsd to the: a knowledge of Hebrew 
and music which he possessed.

Some. TRIBUTES. 

The death of Mr, H. G. Meyer is a serious lows to a wide circle of true 
friends and sincere admirers, “The Mevers” were among the last of the old 
English Jewish families to remain resident in the. near neighbourhood of the 
Great Synagogue, to which they were a‘tached by very old associations and very 
strong ties, As the others slipped sway, so did Mr Hs, (>. Mever take upon 
himself added obligations with regard to the uplifting of the Jewish life of the 
district. Hewas one of the most active manager: of the Gravel Lane School, but 
his memory will be cherished most gratefully of all for his unselfish devotion to 
the interests of the Sabbath School, of which he was one of the superintendents, 
first in conjunction with Mr. Eikan Adler, and then with Mr. Paul Goodman, 
until his. failing sight compelled him to retre. The unobtrusiveness of 
the work of the Sabbath School does not detract from the value 
of what it accomplishes. Founded some sixty years ago by the: late 
Barnett Abrahams, it has provided a means of consecrating the Sabbath-day for 
the children of the East End and has always attracted capable teachers, who have 
sacrificed with most commendabie willingness their only day of rest. Uoder Mr. 
Meyer's superintendence the numbers rose very high, and when there was a 
weekly attendance of considerably over 1,000, the children all loved him aud he 
knew and loved them all. He never forgot a face, and when he lost his sight, he 
never forgot a voice. His interest followed the children when they were bovs 
and girls no longer, and he loved to become the friend and guide of bis old 
boys and girls in their manhood and womanhood. It was this wonderful 
interest in them that helped him to conquer his. blindness, and a 
disability that might have crushed a weaker man on!y seemed to 
make him resolve to get as much happiness as he could out of life and provide 
as much brightness as was possible for the lives of others. He kept up with 
everything, and if one felt depressed cr disheartened an hour with him 
was the brightest of tonics. He had a wonderful store of anecdoies, and 
it was characteristic of the ays that he told me with great giee that 
he had heard that in a L.C.C. school examination on general subjects, a 
child on being asked what was the converse of several well-known terms 
in common use, had said that “Th oppasi e of a pessimist was an oculist.” 
He was a close friend of the late Chief Rabbi, and Dr. Adler's keen judgment 
and quick sympathies led hm to speak of Mr, Meyer always with the utmost 
appreciation. His gentle soul now sees the full light, tha rays of which illumined 
his darkened days. I never knew a b-ighterm n, and always associated hm with 
the great line of the beautiful Psalm: “Even the darkness darkeneth not {rom 
Thee but the night is light as the day and tlte darkness is as the light.”—From 
the Rev. A. A. GREEN, ) 


The personality of Mr. H. G. Meyer, who has just passed away, was one 
somewhat difficultto define. He played no part ig public life; he was not even 
a member of any Commitiee, the Jewish Religious Education Board excepied. 
Yet he exerted a remarkably wide influence on thousands of English Jews. He 
had one grand passion in his life, the “Shabbos School,” the Sabbath 
School of the London Community par excellence. What this excellent 
institution was during its most flourishing period, with its average attendance 
of about 1,400, with its fine girls’ and boys’ choirs, was entirely due to 
Mr. Meyer. He lived for it until the last working moment of his life 
and his devotion whole-heartedly by the children, 
among whom the appearance of Mr. Meyer, his very manner, had a magic eff: ct. 
The tragic loss of his sight broke his almost indissoluble bond with the Sabbath 
Schoo!. Yet his iron will rose superior to hisafiliction. One summer vacation he 
went, with failing eye-sight, to consult the famous oculist Pagenstecher in Wies- 
baden, and when he returned to the school he walked through the thirty odd classes 
cxamining, encouraging, as if he were still in full possession of his sight. 
The only change, hardly appreciable, was that he leaned on the arm of one of the 
junior teachers as he walked from room to room, but so well was he acquainted 
with the local and personnel of the school that he could move about freely by 
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himself. When he left the neighbourhood of the Jews’ Free School, he had 
perforce to give up the supervision of the school, but as I then, and as every other 
superintendent and teacher, well realiggd, his mind and heart remained with the 
children. He had an amazing sense of mental perception, which had grown with 
his physical disability, and his mind was always fresh and receptive, but his attach- 
ment to the Sabbath School remained with him to the end. Many, very many 
who have passed through its classes, will hear with a pang at the heart of the 
death of Mr. Meyer, and I know that his memory will long be 
cherished among them.—From Mr. Paut Goopman.

The CHAIRMAN said thatthe presentation of the financial statement had been 
postponed, but it was hoped that it would be before the Board by March. As a 
result of the intervention of the Arb: trator of the Ministry of Labour on the 
demand of the employvés of the Board for a 30 per cent. increase on their salaries, 
that increase had been duly made, but the position of. the Board remiined the 
same, It bad now been arranged that the charge of 4d. per stone previously 
made by the Ministry of Food to the retail butchers to cover the cost for- killing 
meat kosher, sliall be paid, by order of the Ministry, by the butchers direct to the 
Shecheta Board. By these means it was hoped that the finances of the Board 
would now be in a workable condition. Arrangements were now complete for the 
importation of kosher meat from Chicago, and six officials of the Board were due 
to sail about the 28th of January to supervise the export of the meat in America. 

The Curer Rawni said that arrangements for the importation of American 
frozen meat had been under consideration since March last. It was originally 
intended to send out a whole contingent of shochetim and shomerim, but this pro- 
ject baving become impossible, it was now proposed to send experts, who would 
supervise the work of the shochetim and shomerim in Chicago, and who would 
act as liaison officers with the Board in London. He had been in consultation 
with Rabbis Drachman, Hyamson, and Klein in America, who had promised to 
Go all iw their power to assure the successful export of strictly kosher meat. 
Everything would be done to satisfy the scruples and requirements of the most 
exactnge and to disatm criticism. Even that day a conference of Rabbis, 
including Rabbis Kak, Daiches, Hurwitz, and Jung, had discussed for hours the 
minutite and’extta precautions necessary for the scheme. 

Mr. I. LANDAU moved :— 

That a spédial Sub-Committee be appointed to prepare a new form of Laws and 
Constitution of the Board, and that su¢h Sub-Committee do present a draft thereof and 
report thereon at the earliest possible moment and not bring it up in any case later than 
four months from the date of this resolution. 

The resolution was unanimously carried, and the following were elected as 
the Sub-Committee: Messrs. S. Moses, I. Feldman, Joseph Jacobs, D. Frost, 
I. Landau, Mark Moses, ].P., Abraham Lewis, W. T. Leviansky, and Wachman,

If aman vs orice a moneylender and having seen the error of his ways 
or having made a fortune at the game, becomes a Banker or a Minister of 
Religion, the fact that he will “ be found to have been a registered moneylender,” 
bars him as by a life sentence from the Deputies. 

A man may become bankrupt in circumstances honourable, albeit unfortunate, 
and for a time he must of necessity be “ undischarged.” That isenough for the 
Board. The Court may afterwards, upon their investigation, say that the man's 
affiirs showed nothing reprehensible, and that he was ruined through sheer misfor- 
tune. But the Board of Deputies recks not of these distinctions. If a man “be found 
to have been” an undischarged bankrupt, it will have none of him. Those who 
framed this rule appear to have instituted against every possible Deputy 
a sort of burden of doubt. B. cause there are moneylenders who are scoundrels, 
then every moneylender is to be regarded as, thso facto, a scoundrel ; 
because there are undiscbarged bankrupts who are rogues, every andischarged 
bankrupt is to be deemed to have been a rogue and so to have remained, 
whatever. his subsequent career. A code with such ridiculous implications cannot 
be enforced, and it is surely a bad—because a ridiculous—thing to bave in being, 
nominally, a rule so absurd that it will not be enforced actually. It would, we 
submit, be better to withdraw the clause now and wait for instituting such ideal 
provis ons til there is an ideal community to which to app!v it.—Jewish World. 


‘Translations of the Hebrew Bible. 


TOYNBEE LECTURE 

The first of the course of lectures on Translations of the Hebrew Bible, to be 
given at Toynbee Hali, was delivered on Wednesday by the Kev. R. Travers 
lierford. Mr. H.S. ©. HeENRtovES, President of the Jtwish Historical Scc ety, 
presided, and announced thal this was the fourth course of lectures on Jewish 
History to be held at Toynbee Hall, under the auspices of the University of 
London in co-operation with the Jewish Historical Society and the Union of 
Jew sh Literary Societies. The launching of the new course of lectures was due 
to the efforts of the Rev. S. Levy, M.A., and Dr. Israel Alyahams, M.A., who 
had been successful in obtaining most excellent lecturers. 

The Kev. R. Travers HERFORD, in the course of his lecture, said that the 
Bible and the translations could be properly regarded only from the standpoint of 


religion, and never as mere literature. The Hebrew Scriptures were 
the greatest and grandest expressions: of the religious element in 
human nature. that had ever been given to the world. In order 


to reproduce the exact ideas of the original, it. would be necessary to be 


able to conceive the original ideas apart [rom any language, which of course is 
humanly impossible. Mr. Travers Herford then dealt with the origins of the first 
(creck translations, the Septuagint, which he said doubtless owed its derivation to 
the desires of the powerful Jewish Community of Alexandria, and the translation of 
Aqitla, who is said to have worked under the auspices of Kabbi Eliezer and 
Kktabbi Jehoshua, and who endeavoured to givea true representation of the original 
liebrew. His version was now known chiefly through the use that was made of 
it by Jerome and Ovigen The leciurer said that, in his view, much of the con 
troversy belween the faiths was due to the weaknesses of the original Greek 
translation 

The CHAIRMAN thanked the lecturer for his interesting and instructive 
address and his sympathetic treatment of the subject.

Liverpool’s Roll of Hosour. 

At St. George's Hall, Liverpool, on Wednesday week, the Lord Mayor 
unveiled a Roll of Honour of Liverpool officers and men who have falien in the 
War. Addresses were delivered by the Lord Mayor, the Bishop of Liverpool, the 
Kiev. Dr. A. T. Guttery, representing the Free Churches, and the Kev. S. 
Frampton, B.A. The latter, speaking on behalf of the Jewish Community, said 
that he expressed their admiration of those sons of Liverpool of every creed and 
every class who yave themselves asa barrier between us and cestruction and fell 
fighting for the ideals which were dear to every true British citizen—the ideals of 
truth; honour, and justice. They stood that day on a broader platform than one 
defined by dogma, and the sentiments that had brought them together were more 
powerful to unite them than decctrinal differences were to divide them. They 
were united in their reverence to the gallant dead who perished to save all that 
religion and civilisation had won for them on the long, hard road of human 
progress. They were united by their sympathy with the thousands who mourned 
those who were the light of their eyes or the hop: of their lives or their stay and 
comfort. They were united by the remembrance of their common sufferings, 
triumphs, and anxieties, and, above all, they were united by their common belief 
in the all-conquering power of right and the basic truth which every religion 
taught. ‘Their belief had been vindicated and their faith justified.

Leeds’ Need. 
From “ISRAEL.” To THE Epiror ! 


Sir,—I read with much satisfaction the letter from “A Leeds Jew,” which 
appeared in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE under the above heading, and can 
vouch that the opinions expressed on the subject do not in any way exaggerate the 
existing conditions. Undoubtedly the lack of synagogue influence has had, and 
is having, a disintegrating influence, and no effort should be spared to alter tlie 
present state of affairs. A few facts will, lam sure, emphasise this. 
to the “ Great” Synagogue, Belgrave Street, “great” in nothing but its short 
comings. I can state, without fear of contradiction, that on an average 90 per 
cent. of the members and subscribers do not attend more than three days during 
the year, viz., New Year and the Day of Atonement. The synagogue is certainly 
out of touch with the community, and members, etc., simply pay to the shool 
as a matter of sentiment. The whole atmosphere is one of apathy and indifter- 
ence. The honoured positions of Wardens (of both the chief synagogues), go 
begging, the respective offices being held ad nauseam unopposed, nomination and 
renomination being the vogue at each annual election of officers and committee 

A retlex of all this apathy is demonstrated forcibly at the present time, when 
all Anglo-Jewry is interested in the reconstruction of the Jewish Parliament. At 
the Board of Deputies, the voice and influence of this large and important com- 
munity is conspicuous by its absence. The two chief synagogues have, I believe, 
each a representative at that body. 1 wonder if they have ever attended a 
meeting. Anyhow, nobody knows, and evidently nobody cares. And as to the 
eftect of all this, all who care can read. I know of cases of sons of orthodox 
parents who are too indifferent to attend service even on the Day of Atonement, and 
I know of others who do not trouble even to say Naddish for their departed parents. 

Much of the inter-marriage that has happened here of late can also be attri- 
buted to the absence of synagogue influence. I would appeal to all who crave for 
the establishment of a proper shoo! to signify their determination to withhold 
their support in other directions until such time as something is done towards the 
establishment of a proper House of God.

Mr. GOLDSTEIN protested that it was degrading for a body such as theirs to 
have to rely on the generosity of the President. If they could not themselves 
deftay the expense for representatives they ought not to send any. 

The amendment was lost, six voting in its favour and nine against. 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 
Mr. Mark MOsEs presented the statement of receipts and disbursements, 


which, he was sorry to say, again showed a deficit. It was, however, balanced 
by a gift of £180 from the President. 


RELATIONS WITH SHECHETA BOARD. 


The SECRETARY read a long correspondence between the Federation and the 
Shecheta Board. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving aresolution protesting against the Shecheta board's 
refusal to accept representatives other than those chosen for two years, said that 
such a position was, to say the least, ridiculous, because it was obvious that they had 
no right to change their representatives whenever they liked. Tbe motion was 
carried unanimously.
